NEW optional gas rate goes into effect for local consumers 


this Tuesday, December 1—you can use it, or remain on 


the present rate, just as you choose. The original announce- 
ment November 19 from the State Utilities Commission and 
.representatives of the Arkansas Louisiana Gas company quot- 
ed certain officials as estimating that the new rate "will save 
domestic consumers thousands of dollars annually." The 
Star's own working out of comparative rates leads us to quali- 
fy that statement. The new optional rate will help you if your 
monthly bill is more than $6.50—but if less thafi that, the new 
rate will hurt you, and you will want to stay on the old rate 
structure. For gas consumers paying less than $6.50 per 
month the new rate structure doesn't mean a thing, either 
One Way Or the other.

old rate—still in effect if you want it 
—is 58 cents per 1,000 cubic feet, loss 
3 cents discount for payment by the

The new optional rate ttarts nt $1.50 


for the first 1,000 cubic feet, with no 
service charge. The next 2,000 comes 
at 55 cents. The next 7,000 arc at the 
rate of 50 ccnt-s. And beyond that the 
rate drops to 40 cents.

cents "flat" up to 200,000 cubic feet. 
The breakdown now begins at 10,000 
instead of 200,000.

householder using less than 11,000 cubic 
feet, or about $6.50 worth per month— 
and that's the truth.

How Those at Present in the "Excluded Employ- 
ments" May Benef it Under the Social Security Act. 


W 


HEN the Federal Old-Ac;e Benefits plan goes into effect on January 
1. 1937, it is estimated that 26 million workers will be covered by 


the plan. It is anticipated that, subsequent years will reflect normal in- 
creases in the number of individuals affected and that the number who 
ultimately will be covered will reach 35 or -10 millions. 


Thi.s is explained by the fact that Americans traditionally change oc- 


cupations. While an individual may be an employe of a state govern- 
ment when the plan becomes effective on January 1, and thus not be 
covered by the plan, the following year he may change his job to a 
covered employment—anything in industry 6r commerce, broadly 
speaking. 


By making the change, he automatically comes under the plan, and 


his wages of not more than $3000 a year from any one employer will be 
credited on his Social Security account. 


Thus, he begins to build up wage credits, which, along with certain 


other requirements, will entitle him to a benefit at the age of 65. 


Accordingly, periods of work in covered employments may likewise 


be interspersed with periods of employment not covered under the plan. 


A worker who has had only brief connection with a covered em- 


ployment may qualify for a benefit even though the major part of his 
working life is spent in an occupation not covered by the plan. 


In addition, it is possible for an individual who has never worked in 


:i covered employment to be benefited by the plan. He may participate 
in the estate of a deceased individual who was covered by the plan, and 
to whose c.state a death payment had been made under the system.

said Monday they expected him to pay 
a $3,500 fine and accept a two-year 
probationary sentence rather than ap- 
peal the sentence.

pression is that the fine will be paid 
this week." 


The defense action was believed 


based on the understanding that if an 
appeal were taken it would eliminate 
the option Peacher now has of paying 
the fine rather than serving a prison 
sentence.

Color Blindness Dangerous Because of Tendency

It is 'said that he was walking 
down the street at Oxford, wearing his 
cap and gown and red stockings, just 
after a-degree had bieen conferred 
Upon him, and -that one of his brother 
Quakers promptly took him to task 
for wearing such colors in public. 


.Color, blindness is more common in 


hoys than in girls. It is exceedingly 
jmportant today because signals on 
the railroads and on street corners are 
most frequantty red. green, and yel- 


nd occasionally blue, the colors 
frequently, concerned in color 


blindness.

The difficultly of distinguishjng be- 


tween red and green is the most com- 
mon form of color blindness. The 


difficUtly, is much rarer. 


Persons' who hstve color -blindness! 


see objects -as lighter or darker, but 


are unable to disinguish shades. Some- 
times they distinguish between red and 
green lights on roadways by their 
difference in brightness. 


There is no specific cure for color 


blindness, since the defect is one of 
structure of the eye. However, as has 
already been mentioned, there are 
various ways in which the color vision 
may be developed or substitutions 
found. 


The most common test involves sort- 


ing a number of colored worsteds. The 
person being tested is given certain 
pieces and asked to match them with 
others. There are other tests in which 
colored strips of paper are employed. 


One woman who was an excellent 


seamstress was able to do sewing pro- 
vided her family would tell her the 
colors of the thread. She was able to 
remember them by having each color 
in a different place in her workbox. 


So important is color blindness to- 


day as a possible cause of accidents 
that every person who attempts to 
drive a motor car, or to occupy him- 
self in any other way in which color 
detection is significant should have a 
test as soon as possible.

Quail arc reported to he more 


tiful in the lowland areas this year as 
a result of unusually dry weather 
which served as an aid in bringing to 
maturity quail hatched in the sections 
where too much water often is a handi- 
cap according to reiwrts to depart- 
ment officials. In the upland sections 
there may be fewer quail because of 
the drouth. 


The season also opens Tuesday for 


shooting pheasants and prairie chick- 
ens. 
These birds may be hunted 


through December 15 and not more 
than three pheasants ttr three prairie 
chickens killed in any tine day. The 
bag limit on quail is 12 per day. 


Fur-bearing animals may be taken 


through December and January but 
use of traps larger than No. 1'i- is pro- 
hibited. Regular hunting licenses are 
required of trappers and when more 
than 12 traps arc possessed by one trap- 
per, a license of ?20 is required. Com- 
mercial trappers from other slates are 
required to pay an annual license of 
S50.

The laws regulating the activities ol 


trappers require thut daily visits, ex- 
cept Sunday, must be made over the 
traplinc.

taxation, a Treasury report showed 
Sunday lhat federal revenue from six 
duplicate taxes was more llian double- 
that of the states in 1025. 


The report showed a shift in the rel- 


ative importance of state revenue 
sources the past five years, with sales 
taxes and liquor levies making up 
losses in income through other chan- 
nels. 


Statistics were compiled on ci^ht 


slato taxes—those on estates and in- 
heritances, individual income, corpor- 
ation income, yasoline, tobacco, liquor, 
general sales and motor vehicle ret;is- 
tration. All except the levies on motor 
vehicle registration and general sales 
also are imposed by the federal KOV- 
CTnment.

From the group revenue to .'tales in 


: 1935 totaled §1,654,800,000, of which $1,- 
019,900,000 came from the six levies du- 
plicating those of the federal govern- 
ment. Treasury records showed fed- 
eral revenues from the six taxes were 
52.271,400,000 in 11)35. 


Of the state receipts from the eight 


taxes last year, $589,200.000 came from 
gasoline, $320,500,000 from motor ve- 
hicle registrations and license, S284.- 
400,000 from general sales and SHifi - 
400,000 from liquor.
